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PARIS DECLARES 
GERMANS FAILED 


"IN VERDUN FIGHT 


Says That Attack on Hill 287

Was Repulsed and French 
Gained Near ‘Dead Man.’

LONDON, May 10.—The battle of Ver- 
dun continues with only a slight moder- 
ation in its intensity. Paris and Berlin 
conflict on the result of the fighting. 

The official report issued in Paris to- 
night said the Germans were repulsed in 
an attack on Hill 287 to the west of the 
Meuse and that the French captured en- 
emy trenches west of Dead Man hill. 

Berlin says the Germans have made 
further progress on Hill 304 and have 
driven back French detachments south- 
west of the hill. 

Elsewhere on the western front the 

. fighting is confined to local encounters. 

A private message from a correspondent 
at Geneva, received today, stated that 
the German losses at Verdun amounted 
to 201,000. The French losses, he said, 
were in the neighborhood of 110,000, of 
which 40,000 were prisoners. 


“French War Statement. 
The report issued by the ministry of 
war in Paris says: 

On the left bank of the Meuse, 
after a violent bombardment, the 
Germans launched a strong attack 
on our positions in the neighborhood 
of Hill 287. This attack was re- 
pulsed. ; * 

A small offensive action carried 
out by our troops on the slopes 
west of Le Mort Homme permitted 
us to occupy some parts of a Ger- 
man trench. We took sixty-two 
prisoners and captured two machine 
guns. 

Between the Oise and the Aisne a 
coup de main upon one of our 
trenches southeast of Moulain-Sous- 
Toutvent was checked. 

In Upper Alsace an enemy recon- 
noitering party which attempted to 
seize one of our small posts near 
Hirzbach, south of Altkirch, was re- 
pulsed with losses. 


German Official Statement. 
The statement issued by the general 
army headquarters in Berlin follows: 
In the Argonne the enemy, after a 
mining operation, attempted to enter 
our lines, but was repulsed. \ 
Southwest oc Hill No. 304 advanced 
detachments of the enemy were 
driven further back.

TO AVOID PART IN REBELLION 


ONDON, May 10.—Following is the 
manifesto addressed by the Irish 
parliamentary party to the peopie 
of Ireland: 

Another tragedy has been added to 
the. long tale of tragedies of Irish 
history. The capital of Ireland has been 
the scene of a mad and unsuccessful at- 
tempt at revolution, Blood has been shed 
freely. It is true that Ireland has been 
bitterly’ provoked by the growth of a 
similar revolutionary and illegal move- 
ment in another part of Ireland, backed 
by an army in revolt. It is true that the 
grave responsibility for these events in 
Dublin rests upon the leaders of that 
movement. These things will have to be 
discussed at the proper time. 

“Tt is true that Ireland has been 
shocked and horrified by the eeries of 
militery executions by the militery trib- 
unals in Dublin. These things have been 
done in the face of incessant and vehe- 
ment protests of the Irigh leaders, and 
these protests will be pressed continually 
and etrongly until the unchecked contro} 
of the military authorities in Ireland is 
abolished.

The Germans were so much tke stronger 
race that they seemed to dominate every- 
thing. Atdawn I could hear them march- 
ing by to drill, a steady tramp on the 
cobbles, as regular and measured as a 
piece of machinery. Always at the same 
hour a company would pass; a short inter- 
val and another; at exactly the same 
interval another. Their accuracy and 
precision had something terrifying about 
it. 

Listening, I became hypnotized. Off 
duty, walking around the streets, the 
German soldiers looked kindly, simple 
peasants, not brutalatall. Once wheeled 
into ine every shade of expression was 
wiped from*their faces. They seemed to 
cease to exist as individuals. We felt 
that if the front rank marched up to an 
impassable wall, the rear ranks would 
keep piling up on it solidly with just the 
same perfection until they heard the 
order to stop. 


Discipline to Win War? 


That is discipime.“ a German officer 
told us. It is what will win the war.” 

I longed to see what effect a few well 
placed banana peels would have on that 
game discipline. It might aave been dis- 
astrous to the morale of the German 
army. 

Day after day they passed my window. 
No need to look to see if they were Bul- 
garians or Germans. You could tell by 
the sound of their feet. As they got over 
the fatigue of the Ruasian road they be- 
gan to sing as they marched, big voices 
that rolled back from the houses and 
filled the street, with never a step or a 
note out of time or tune. 

From Miss Mitchell's window on the 
second story of a Turkish house in the 
Greek quarter, where most of the sol- 
diers were lodged, we would watch across 
the narrow street a door with a sign. 
First company, nine men.“ At the same 
bour every afternoon we heard the first 
company march into the street below. 
The officer would bark a few sharp words 
at them. They would break ranks with 
a whirl, and nine men, single,file, would 
disappear quietly inside the door across 
the way. 


No Disorder Among Germans. | 


All up and down ‘the streets the men 
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orderly way. Quite frankly, I was dis- 
appointed. I expected other behavior and 
looked in vain for it. 

The nearest disorderly conduct I saw 
was two soldiers snowballing each other 
in the street. The worst thing F could 
find to say about them was that they were 
too utterly practical to be altruistic, and 
their attitude was one of detachment from 
everything that was not German. 

No matter what one’s politicalopinions 
or hopes for the outcome of the war, a 
fairminded person must admire many 
things about the Germag army. The ad- 
miration that I learned to give them was 
all the more real because it was reluctant. 

Another newspaper man had arrived in 
Monastir with the staff. He came as the 
Bulgarians’ guest, and they were exceed- 
ingly kind to him. As they had never 
met @ correspondent before, he said they 
did not know how to treat one. 


Befriended by Writer. 


Graduated from the New York Sch 
Journalism, which teaches that to 
successful a journalist need not use meth- 
ods that In any other profession would 
be stigmatized as unfair, he did me many 
a good turn. Everything he had written 
had been sent through uncensored. 

In Scepljeand Nish, where he had been, 
the Bulgarians had behaved well, but 
his account of the Serbian flour episode 
and a description of the ex-governor of 
Monastir was immediately cut out.
